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Report  of  the  Superintendent 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,1914 


Read  at  the  Ninth  Annual  Meeting  of  The  Smoke  Abatement  League, 

February  19,  1915 


Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

Another  twelvemonth  has  rolled  around,  the  League 
thereby  completing  its  ninth  year  of  service  to  the  city,  and 
gladly  gives  an  account  of  its  stewardship.  It  is  eminently 
fitting  that  it  should  do  so. 

All  these  years  since  1906,  many  of  our  citizens,  male  and  * 
female,  have  given  of  their  time,  their  strength,  thought,  in¬ 
fluence  and  substance  to  this  cause;  they  and  the  greater 
public  are  clearly  entitled  to  a  strict  accounting  in  every 
sense  of  that  word.  The  Treasurer's  report  shows  a  healthy 
balance  at  the  close  of  the  year  1914,  with  all  bills  paid  upon 
proper  vouchers.  Both  the  Treasurer's  books  and  those  of 
the  Superintendent  are  open  at  all  times  for  the  inspection 
of  those  interested.  The  League,  conscious  that  it  has  been 
true  to  its  one  ideal  —  the  abatement  of  smoke  according  to 
reasonable,  legal  methods,  knowing  neitherparty,  color,  creed 
nor  section  in  the  enforcement  of  the  ordinance  —  gratefully 
acknowledges  its  indebtedness  to  our  people  for  the  support 
accorded  it.  Without  such  support  we  could  not  have  ex¬ 
isted  and  attained  the  measure  of  success  which  has  been 
ours ;  without  it,  we  could  not  have  become  one  of  the  recog¬ 
nized  institutions  of  our  city. 

“Beware  of  the  man  of  one  book,"  runs  the  proverb.  Be¬ 
ware,  too,  of  the  body  of  men  and  women  who,  imbued  with 
a  single  idea,  band  themselves  together  for  its  promulgation, 
and,  persistently  driving  it  home  in  season  and  out  of  season, 
refuse  to  be  drawn  aside  from  it.  You  may  not  like  them 
nor  their  idea,  but,  in  the  language  of  the  day,  “you  must 
hand  it  to  them !"  The  handful  of  men  and  women  who  in 
February,  1906,  organized  themseves  together  to  push  the 
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cause  of  smoke  abatement,  then  at  its  lowest  ebb,  builded 
even  better  than  they  knew ;  for  they  were  pioneers  in  a  work 
destined  to  bless  the  city  in  the  years  to  come,  and,  what  is 
rarely  seen  in  such  undertakings,  they,  have  lived  to  see  their 
ideal  largely  become  real,  with  every  prospect  of  its  still 
larger  fulfillment.  The  impetus,  the  momentum  acquired 
during  these  years  can  not  be  lost,  but  will  carry  the  move¬ 
ment  on  to  victory  over  every  obstacle.  The  age  of  resistance, 
of  hostility  and  of  bitter  opposition  has  passed  away ;  now 
co-operation,  readiness  to  assist  and  comply  with  requests 
are  the  rule.  “The  era  of  good  feeling”  has  come  in  this 
work,  even  as  it  came  politically  ’way  back  in  Monroe’s  day ! 
The  one  thing  we  must  now  guard  against  is  indifference, 
sometimes  even  more  deadly  than  open  and  bitter  resistance. 
“Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty”  upon  this  line  as 
upon  every  other.  The  League,  with  its  complete  separation 
from  political  strife,  is  eminently  fitted  to  perform  its  work 
towards  which  men  and  women  of  all  parties,  sects,  creeds 
and  nationalities  contribute. 

Our  daily  journal  shows  96,444  separate  and  distinct 
watchings  from  twenty  minutes  to  three  or  four  hours  dur¬ 
ing  1914,  or  a  monthly  average  of  6,897.  Two  thousand  and 
thirteen  were  of  steamboats  (a  new  feature)  ;  11,662  of 
locomotives  and  railroad  power  plants  and  roundhouses; 
82,769  of  all  other  plants.  December  showed  the  highest 
number,  11,697 ;  August  the  lowest,  5,019.  One  hundred  and 
fourteen  complaint  notices  were  sent  out  to  those  offending ; 
1,322  telephone  calls  were  sent  and  received;  432  visits  paid 
and  877  letters  written.  These  figures  are  the  greatest  of 
any  year  in  our  history,  save  one.  Extra  attention  has  been 
paid  to  the  railroad  situation,  which  fully  justifies  the  care 
bestowed  upon  it. 

As  Judge  Spiegel  succeeded  Mr.  Hunt  in  the  mayor’s 
office  during  the  past  year,  so  did  Charles  W.  Heath  take  the 
place  as  Chief  Smoke  Inspector  of  Arthur  G.  Hall.  With 
both  Inspectors  the  League’s  connections  have  been  close  and 
cordial,  working  with  them  literally  upon  some  cases,  and 
all  the  time  in  closest  touch.  With  the  political  situation  at 
the  City  Hall  the  League  has  nothing  to  do,  but  goes  its  way 
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undisturbed  whether  a  Republican  or  Democrat  be  in  the 
mayor's  office.  Mr.  Heath,  with  his  staff,  all  experienced, 
faithful  and  highly  efficient  men,  is  doing  excellent  work,  and 
it  is  a  pleasure  to  co-operate  with  them  in  every  way  pos¬ 
sible.  These  officials  have  given  us  the  benefit  of  their  ex¬ 
pert  advice,  while  we  have  reciprocated  by  giving  them  our 
results  in  various  watchings.  The  public  and  the  League 
are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  earnest  and  serious  way  in 
which  the  city  has  at  last  taken  hold  of  this  vital  question 
under  Messrs.  Hall  and  Heath.  “In  union  there  is  strength," 
and  as  all  the  forces  opposed  to  smoke  are  thus  banded  to¬ 
gether  and  working  harmoniously,  there  can  be  but  one  re¬ 
sult  of  this  civic  war. 

There  was  no  legislation  upon  the  subject  of  smoke  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  1914,  either  in  our  City  Hall  or  at  Columbus, 
though  the  Legislature  was  in  session.  It  is  well ;  for  none 
was  needed.  The  enforcement  of  our  present  laws  and  ordi¬ 
nances  will  suffice  to  rid  our  city  of  this  nuisance.  Under 
the  Code  adopted  in  1913,  everyone  contemplating  building 
or  even  making  changes  in  his  present  plant  knows  exactly 
how  to  proceed. 

The  list  of  improved  stacks  must  of  necessity  “grow 
smaller  by  degrees  and  beautifully  less"  each  year.  Each 
plant  which  installs  an  automatic  stoker,  a  device  or  natural 
gas,  of  course,  improves  for  the  time  at  least  and  thereby 
takes  itself  out  of  the  list  of  those  to  be  considered  as  offend¬ 
ers;  but,  alas!  even  such  sometimes  waver,  stumble  and 
“fall  from  grace."  “Eternal  vigilance"  on  their  part  —  and 
ours  —  is  indeed  necessary !  Among  those  improving 
through  the  use  of  automatic  stokers  were:  The  Julian  & 
Kokenge  Co.,  the  Miller,  DuBrul  &  Peters  Mfg.  Co.,  First 
National  Bank  Building,  the  L.  Schreiber  &  Sons  Co.,  Stand¬ 
ard  Marble  Works,  the  John  Shillito  Co.  and  the  Hartwell 
Electric  Power  House.  The  Circular  Advertising  Co. 
erected  a  new  building,  and  the  Lippincott  Co.,  the  Hotel 
Gibson  and  the  Bell  Telephone  Co.  did  the  same,  equipped 
with  stokers.  Others  improving  conditions  through  various 
means  were:  J.  A.  Magnus  &  Co.,  Perm  Bros.,  the  Union 
Bethel  Building  and  the  Frank  Tea  and  Spice  Co.  (both  gas 
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engines)  ;  the  Holters  Shoe  Co.,  steam  jets ;  the  Munro  Hotel, 
extension  of  stack;  Johnston -Building,  Chicago  device;  In¬ 
galls  Building,  new  steam  device;  the  Kruse  &  Bahlmann 
Hardware  Co.,  new  heating  plant;  Wuerdeman’s  Dye  House 
and  Stern,  Auer  &  Co.  Among  those  improving  through  the 
use  of  natural  gas  were:  Muth  Baking  Co.,  University 
Club,  Municipal  Garage,  Emery  Restaurant,  Cincinnati 
Union  Stock  Yards,  Ursuline  Academy,  the  Jung  Brewing 
Co.,  Hotel  Alms  Bakery,  St.  Vincent  Home  for  Boys  and  sev¬ 
eral  dairies  and  bakeries. 

But  of  all  the  changes  made  and  improvements  wrought 
during  the  past  year  those  at  the  Procter  &  Gamble  Co.  plant 
“lead  all  the  rest !”  They  rise  to  the  dignity  of  a  revolution. 
By  the  elimination  of  many  small  stacks  and  the  installation 
of  automatic  stokers,  this  mammoth  plant,  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  in  the  world,  which  formerly  smoked  dreadfully  and  in¬ 
cessantly,  has  been  transformed  into  an  almost  smokeless 
one!  At  least  ninety  per  cent  (90%)  of  its  smoke  has  been 
done  away  with,  and  the  end  is  not  yet.  It  took  thousands  of 
dollars  and  many  months’  hard  work  to  accomplish  this  re¬ 
sult.  The  company,  located  outside  the  city,  and  upon  whom, 
therefore,  our  ordinance  was  not  binding,  deserves  the  hearty 
thanks  of  every  loyal  Cincinnatian,  while  we  may  congratu¬ 
late  ourselves  upon  such  a  signal  victory  for  our  cause. 

As  to  the  railroads,  the  League  cheerfully  concedes  that 
they  have  made  great  progress  during  the  past  year  upon 
the  line  of  smoke  abatement.  Since  the  formation  of  the 
Cincinnati  Railways  Smoke  Inspection  Bureau  in  the  fall 
of  1913,  an  honest  effort  has  been  made  by  the  railroads  them¬ 
selves  to  improve  conditions.  Upon  the  authority  of  Mr. 
G.  H.  Funk,  head  of  the  Bureau,  eight  of  the  roads  have 
equipped  a  greater  or  lesser  number  of  their  locomotives  with 
smoke-prevention  devices.  The  C.  N.  0.  &  T.  P.  and  the 
N.  &  W.  have  so  equipped  all  of  theirs,  or  100% ;  the  Big 
Four,  98%  ;  the  L.  &  N.,  90%  ;  the  B.  &  O.,  40%  ;  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  C.  H.  &  D.  and  C.  &  O.,  each  25%.  Mr.  Funk 
promises  that  ere  long  all  these  will  be  so  equipped.  The 
removal  of  the  Big  Four  roundhouse  from  Wood  Street  was 
a  godsend  to  those  residing  in  that  vicinity.  Mr.  Funk 
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claims  that  even  the  roundhouses,  with  the  exception  of  the 
one  at  Mill  Street,  have  cut  out  75%  of  their  smoke  by  an 
improved  method  of  firing,  and  he  promises  further  improve¬ 
ments  during  the  year  1915.  With  the  constant  supervision 
exercised  and  discipline  maintained,  this  promise  should  be 
easily  kept.  The  Mill  Street  plant  is  promised  a  thorough 
overhauling  by  the  Baltimore  authorities  of  the  B.  &  O. 

As  to  the  steamboats,  which,  with  the  railroads,  have  at 
times  vexed  our  people  greatly  by  their  huge  volumes  of  smoke 
emitted,  they  have  not  kept  pace  with  the  railroads  in  the 
matter  of  improvement.  The  League,  after  an  apparently 
fruitless  endeavor  to  ascertain  from  the  authorities  at  Wash¬ 
ington  just  who  was  responsible  for  the  regulation  of  traffic 
and  prevention  of  smoke  on  the  Ohio,  and  how  smoke  might 
be  prevented  thereon,  a  subject  upon  which  local  legal  lights 
seem  to  disagree,  turned  to  the  Federal  authorities  in  the 
Custom  House  for  relief.  Colonel  Jervey,  of  the  Engineer 
Corps,  and  several  members  of  his  staff  were  interviewed  by 
the  League  and  City  Hall  people  as  to  what  could  be  done 
and  how  to  do  it.  After  several  meetings  and  considerable 
consultation,  it  was  agreed  that  until  a  new  type  of  boat  was 
built  for  use  upon  the  Ohio,  little  could  be  hoped  for  on  the 
hne  of  smoke  abatement.  The  present  type  of  furnace  is  too 
low,  has  a  shallow  firebox  which  does  not  admit  of  the  use  of 
steam  jets,  and  allows  insufficient  clear  space  for  combustion 
These  officials  courteously  received  those  calling  upon  them 
and  after  studying  the  blue  prints  submitted,  promised  to 
build  two  Government  boats  then  in  process  of  construction 
according  to  the  same.  With  this  greater  depth,  or  rather 
with  a  greater  clear  space  between  boiler  and  furnace,  much 
smoke  should  be  eliminated.  The  report  of  the  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Elimination  of  Smoke  from  River  Steamboats 
appointed  by  the  Business  Men’s  Club  still  stands  as  the  high¬ 
est  word  upon  this  subject,  and  should  be  read  by  every  Cin¬ 
cinnatian. 

The  International  Association  for  the  Prevention  of 
moke,  at  its  last  meeting  in  Grand  Rapids,  was  secured  as 
a  1915  convention  for  Cincinnati.  Representatives  of  the 
city  and  Chamber  of  Commerce  co-operated,  and  were  vic- 
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torious  over  St.  Louis,  which  desired  it.  At  this  gathering 
to  be  held  here  in  September  next,  representatives  from  dis¬ 
tant  parts  of  our  country  and  even  from  Canada  will  be 
present  —  men  who  have  studied  the  smoke  question  from 
every  angle,  and  can  throw  much  light  upon  it.  As  Cincin¬ 
nati  is  really  the  home  of  the  anti-smoke  movement,  being 
the  only  city  in  the  country  to  support  a  smoke  abatement 
league  as  well  as  a  city  department,  and  being  the  first 
American  city  (excepting  Chicago)  to  pass  an  ordinance 
against  smoke,  it  behooves  her  to  heartily  welcome  and 
royally  entertain  those  whom  she  has  invited  within  her 
gates. 


On  all  sides  we  hear  the  slogan,  “Boom  Cincinnati !  ”  It 
is  a  good  one  and  should  be  passed  along.  The  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  Business  Men's  Club,  the  Federated  Improve¬ 
ment  Associations,  and  a  hundred  other  bodies,  have  taken 
up  the  cry  and  are  pushing  it  with  might  and  main.  Large 
sums  have  been  raised  for  advertising  our  city,  for  present¬ 
ing  her  many  and  varied  attractions,  for  securing  conven¬ 
tions  and  bringing  visitors  to  us,  and  for  their  entertainment. 
All  this  is  excellent,  praiseworthy  and  should  enlist  our  active 
sympathy  and  support,  both  moral  and  financial.  The  officers 
and  subscribers  of  the  League  are  not  one  whit  behind  their 
fellow-citizens  in  enthusiastic  devotion  to  Cincinnati,  and 
they  feel  that  the  way  to  boom  Cincinnati  is  to  rid  her  of  her 
smoke !  The  Queen  City  of  the  West  “upon  the  banks  of  the 
beautiful  river"  is  a  good  town  to  live  in,  to  work  in,  to  study 
in;  in  a  word,  to  develop  in!  It  is  true,  however,  that  its 
needs  are  many  —  a  convention  hall,  better  terminal  and 
transportation  facilities,  a  union  station,  more  and  larger 
parks,  and  so  on  without  limit.  All  honor  to  those  engaged 
in  pushing  these  and  other  worthy  objects;  they  have  our 
best  wishes.  But  we  insist  that  not  one  of  these  projects  is 
more  necessary,  not  one  is  so  vital  to  the  public  welfare  as  the 
abatement  of  smoke.  Were  the  long  list  of  known  and  recog¬ 
nized  improvements  carried  out,  they  would  prove  but  bar¬ 
ren  victories  so  long  as  the  sky  is  darkened  and  the  air  pol 
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new,  beautiful  convention  hall  were  we  unable  to  open  its 
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doors  and  windows  in  warm  weather  because  of  the  clouds 
of  smoke  pouring  in  through  them?  Without  great  care  the 
increased  facilities  for  rapid  transit  would  simply  mean  more 
smoke.  And  the  public  parks,  however  numerous,  large  and 
beautiful  can  not  escape  the  deluge  from  a  passing  locomotive 
or  a  nearby  plant. 

Furthermore,  the  question  of  public  health  is  closely 
related  to  that  of  smoke  abatement.  The  Anti-Tuberculosis 
League  realizes,  as  the  Board  of  Health  does,  that  a  cleaner 
city  always  means  a  healthier  one,  and  frankly  says  so.  Is 
this  not  a  great,  yea,  a  crowning  argument  in  favor  of  our 
cause? 

Many  of  our  people  are  working  hard  for  a  “new  Cin¬ 
cinnati”  on  many  lines.  The  League  strikes  glad  hands 
with  them  in  this  enterprise.  Shall  we  not  have  a  new  city 
so  far  as  smoke  is  concerned?  Shall  we  rise,  not  from  our 
ashes,  but  from  our  smoke  and  thereby  become  beautiful, 
attractive,  alluring? 

To  summarize  the  result  of  our  nine  years’  work  —  our 
people  have  been  educated  up  to  the  point  that  smoke  is  no 
longer  necessary ;  that  it  is  not  a  sign  of  business  prosperity, 
but  of  carelessness,  indifference  or  waste,  caused  by  improper 
conditions;  that  it  is  distinctly  a  nuisance,  an  outlaw ;  hence, 
they  become  sensitive  to  its  approach  and  touch ;  they  resent 
its  presence,  and  wish  it  removed  as  rapidly,  as  thoroughly 
and  universally  as  possible !  The  League,  deeply  grateful 
that  it  has  been  able  to  render  the  people  of  Cincinnati  some 
service,  will  continue  its  work  until  they  shall  be  freed  from 
this  incubus,  this  pall.  Then,  and  not  till  then,  shall  our 
fair  city  come  into  its  own !
